“Pope 
Paul VI urged that the faithful 'should not 
forget about paying a visit during the day to 
the Most Blessed Sacrament in the very 
special place of honor where it is reserved in 
churches in keeping with the liturgical laws, 
since this is a proff of gratitude and a pledge 
of love and a display of the adoration that is 
owed to Christ the Lord who is present 
there.’ ‘Pastors should see that churches and 
public oratories where, according to law, the 
holy Eucharist is reserved, are open every 
day at least for some hours, at a convenient 
time, so that the faithful may easily pray in 
the presence of the Blessed Sacrament.’
